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British Expedition Prepares’ 


To Test Early 


M A N.CHESTER 
Guardian is fitting. out an 
expedition to sail in May to 
try to cast new light on early 
Norse~-voyages Vinland, the 
Norse name for their settle- 
ments in North America, 

No’ historical find of recent 
times has stimulated so much 

- interest — and dispute — as 
the. discovery by Yale Univer- 
sity. Library of -a-— medieval 
manuscript, dated about 1440, 
containing a map, apparently 
a copy of an earlier Norse or 
IceJandic original, showing 4 
re ble outline of ‘the 
Coast of North America. If it 
is genuine, this map of 
Vinland provides convineing 
documentary proof of Norse 
voyages to America between 

“late 10th 
centuries. 

Is it genuine? A formidable 
body of ‘scholarship holds that 
it is. Yale called in the help of 
the British Museum. Thomas 
E. Marston, curator of. 
medieval and renaissance lit- 
erature in Yale University 
_Library, R. A. Skelton, super- 
intendent of maps at the 
British Museum, and George 
D. Painter, also of the British 
Museum, worked on the map 
and its accompanying docu- 
ments for nearly eight years 
before a word was said about 
it, 

‘Controversy seems likely to 
go on for years: perhaps. all 
doubts will never be settled 
finally.” Whatever may be the 
outcome, the Yale map has 
focused new attention of early 
Norse voyages to America — 
for which there is much other 
evidence in Icelandic sagas — 
and it should be well worth 
while to take a fresh look at 
the evidence from the sea. 


To Reproduce 
Leif’s Voyage 


To this end the Guardian 
expedition will attempt to 
reproduce the voyage of the 
Norseman Leif Eiriksson to 
Vinland early in the ith 
century of our calendar, to 


see if landfalls influenced by 


the prevailing currents. and 
winds correspond with the 
topographical and naviga- 
tional descriptions in the 
sagas. hi 

This cannot prove whether 
the Yale Map is genuine or 
not. All that the expedition 
may be able to do is to 
reassess the probability (or 
improbability) that those 
early Norse _ voyagers 
acquired sufficient knowledge 
of the North American coast- 
line to establish the naviga- 
ti 


based. 

It. has long been accepted 
that -Leif “Eiriksson, son of 
Eirik The Red, the first Norse 
settler in Greenland, got. to 
North America from Green- 
land early in the 11th century. 
His voyage, and subsequent 
colonizing voyages by Norse- 
men from Greenland, are 
recorded in the old Icelandic 
sagas. But no one knows 
precisely where these Norse 
settlements were, and the 
sagas, based on oral tradition 
and not written down until 
long after the events they 
describe are not historical

May 
will bring. the first practical 
possibility of making it. Ice 
will still be a considerable 
hazard, but. with prudent 
navigation the voyage should 
be possible, and the hydro- 
graphic. department of the 
Canadian_government. has 
given valuable assistance in 
providing charts and other 
information about. conditions 
likely to be met. 


We are sailing in Griffin, a 
45-foot cutter, formefly dis- 
tinguished as. the club yacht 
of the Royal Ocean Racing 
Club, She was. sold in 1959 to 
the late R. B. Iverson and his 
son B, E. Iverson, two keen 
Norwegian sailing men, B. E. 
Iverson, who lives in England 
and runs a yacht yard at 
Dover, has generously agreed 
to charter Griffin to the

TORONTO (CP)-— A Univer-| 
sity of Toronto zoologist said) 
Sunday that clubbing baby seals 
on the Gulf of St. Lawrence is 
more humane than many meth- 
ods of trapping and snaring wild} 
animals. 

Dr. D. H. Pimlott called for 
more regulations but said the 
clubbing “is just as humane as 
many of the small slaughter-|

houses in Ontario. which are not) + 


under federal jurisdiction.” 

Dr. Pimlctt was one of sev- 
eral observers invited by the 
federal department of fisheries 


to_see.the annual seal hunt in| 


the St. Lawrence last week. 


There have been criticisms 
that the hunters, who took 50,000 
baby seal pelts in three days, 
were cruel and brutal, and that 
some of the baby seals had been 

‘ skinned alive. 


Dr. Pimiott said the skulls of 
the baby seals are ‘soft and the 
club is therefore more effective 
than on adult seals with‘harder 
skulls. He said the club has the 
potential of being a—humane 
weapon, but some abuses have 
occurred. 

He said the annual adult seal 
hunt in. international waters off 
the northern coast of Newfound- 
land is more inhumane.

BRIDGE LESSON 


By JACOBY AND SON 


One of the first principles of dummy play is to attack 
your longest suit in order to set up as many tricks as 
possible, When you have to develop tricks in two suits 
you should make «a, fur- 
“ther study to. see if there 
ds some reason to try the 
shorter one. 

North's raise to three 
no-trump is eminently 
correct. He has ten 
points and a balanced 
hand $0 it is pointless for 
him to show his five- 
card club suit. 

* South wins the heart 
lead with his queen and 
counts two sure winners 
in each red suit. He 
looks over the clubs and 
sees that.he will make 
either four or five tricks 
there ~depending.on the 
position of the king. He 
also notes that if West ° 
holds. the king he will 
have time to set up 
spades later on and will 
make five no-truimp but a careful declarer. should allow 
for the chance that a finesse won't work. In that case 
South ‘sees only eight tricks and that if West started with 
five or six hearts and also holds the ace of spades, he 
won't get around to a spade trick in time to make his 
contract.” 

Further study shows South a way to handie this un- 
favorable situation. The seven of hearts looks like a 
fourth best lead so that if anyone holds five hearts it 

will be West. 

Therefore, South leads out his king of spades at trick 
two. If West ducks South can afford to go after clubs 
since he is now assured of his contract. If West takes 
the ace and leads the king of hearts South duoks once 
and takes the next heart. Then he tries the club finesse. 
It loses but that doesn’t bother South in the slightest. 
East-doesn’t have a heart to lead:

“I would want to study their 
detailed report before comment- 
ing fully,”’ Ald. Stephen said. 
“But from their summary _ it 
would appear they haven't! 
really proven anything.” 


The committee, comprised of 
University of British Columbia 
Professor A. Wilton Moore, 
economist; Professor Philip H. 
White, assessment expert, and 
Arthur Guttman, general secre- 
tary of the trustees organiza- 
tion, said it could not. ‘find 
support for the view that the 
weight of the property tax in 
British Columbia is éxcessive.”’ 
OPPOSITE VIEW 

Ald. Stephen says the view of 
the B.C. committee is directly 
opposed to the views of the 
Urban Land Institute of 
America which recently con- 
cluded a similar study. 

“They may well have made 
the mistake of comparing prop- 
erty taxes in the west with 
property taxes in the east,’”* Ald. 
Stephen said. ,“I ‘understand 
taxes are much higher in~-the 
‘east. But that doesn’t prove 
anything really. It just means 
that the property tax situation 
is worse in the east than it is 
here.”” 

Ald. Stephen said he found it 
difficult to believe that anyone 
could refuse to accept the fact 
that social services and educa- 
tion facilities are burgeoining to 
such an extent that it is 
impossible for the property: tax 
to maintain them. . 

“IT am not in favor of ‘the 
withdrawal of municipalities 
from sharing school taxes,” he

Ald. Stephen added that it 
was strange that the trustees’ 
committee: is. so much. at 
variance with other groups.

“But they 
do not say what excessive is. In 
my opinion the weight of taxes 
becomes excessive when it 
arrives at the point where it is 
not worth owning property, or, 
if we do own property, it is not_. 
worth improving. And I think 
we have jist about arrived at 
that point now.”

Ald. Stephen said he had 
already forecast that .if the 
present .trend continues the 
Greater Victoria taxpayer will 
be facing a 75-mill levy by 1971. 

“When that happens tax on 
property will hit the three per 
cent per amnum on eapital—and 
that’s excessive,” he said. 

While stating that property 
taxes for school purposes are 
not ~too high in B.C, the

Lawrence is 
more humane than many meth- 
ods of trapping and snaring wild 
animals, 


Dr, D. H. Pimlott called for 
more regulations but said the 
clubbing “is just as humane as 
many of the small slaughter- 
houses in Ontario which’ are not 
under federal jurisdiction." 


Dr. Pimlott was one of sev- 
eral observers. invited by the 
federal- department of fisheries 
to see the annual seal hunt in} 
the St. Lawrence last week. |
